Buying or selling property? Starting a 


business of your own? Having income-tax 


problems? It’s better to consult your attorney 


now than to risk costly trouble later 


By Michel Lipman 


AD every American family gets into a 


legal snarl at some time or other. Faced with 
time off the job, court costs, and perhaps a big 
judgment to pay, they rush to a lawyer and 
are often told, *‘I’m sorry, but there's little to 
do now except go ahead with a lawsuit. I 
you'd only come in sooner, we could have 
avoided all this trouble and expense.” 

Contrary to popular belief, lawyers don’t 
rejoice at every prospect of a lawsuit. Like 
doctors, they'd much rather catch and cure 
the trouble before it gets serious. 

How, then, are you to recognize the symp- 
toms of a legal snarl? How can you tell when 
a lawyer should be consulted? Here are some 
of the situations where your family lawyet 
can keep you from coming down with a fever- 
ish bank roll: 

Iriendship deals. Joe and Louise were des- 
perately looking for new quarters. They were 
expecting a child, and their landlord had 
given them notice to move. Their good friend, 
Will, was building a small house for sale, and 
the two men made a deal. Joe was to pay $300 
toward materials and help weekends with the 
construction, then get a G.I, loan for the bal- 
ance. But Joe couldn't get a loan because of 
incorrect specifications, There was no other 
way he could finance the house. 

“Gosh, Will, guess Pll have to take back 
my $300.” 


Win didn’t have the cash at hand, said it 
wasn't Avs fault Joe couldn't go through with 
the deal; he’d have to forfeit his investment. 
Joe and Louise rushed to a lawyer, who wasn’t 
very hopeful. “No written agreement? No 
definite understanding about the down pay- 
ment? Well, Pll talk to Will, but don’t expect 
too much.” 

Luckily, Will preferred to settle for 50 per- 
cent rather than risk a lawsuit. They could 
have had the whole amount if they’d used a 
bit of caution, 

So... never tie yourself into a deal without 
some kind of written memorandum. People 


easily forget the exact terms of an agreement. 
Have your lawyer draw a simple contract. 
It will provide for things you wouldn’t nor- 
mally think of, such as what happens if one 
side backs out. Or dies; or becomes ill; or goes 
into military service; or sells out his interest. 
“Friendship deals” are bad because argument 
over the exact terms often destroys the friend- 
ship. Not only that, but absence of an exact 
understanding often, makes a just settlement 
impossible. 

Look out for dotted lines, Unless you buy and 
sell only for cash, any important purchase 
will need your name on a dotted line. Freezers, 
washing machines, stoves, furniture, auto- 
mobiles, are usually sold on installment pay- 
ment plans. Sometimes the “plan” is no more 
than a simple charge accdunt, but often you 
are required to sign a special agreement, 
make your payments regularly ... and never 
hear any more about it.

Suppose you get sick, lose your job, or can’t 
pay for some other reason? Reputable con- 
cerns will give you an extension of time on re- 
quest. Whether you are dealing with a loan 
company, furniture store, correspondence 
school, or automobile dealer, there are always 
a few sharpsters who would be called crooks, 
except that they manage to operate within 
the law. Read the papers you're asked to sign 
no matter what you're told about it, or 
whether it’s labeled *‘lease contract,’ receipt, en- 
rollment application, 


memorandum. Vhe title doesn’t mean a thing; 


nditional sales agreement, or 


the words in fine print are what count. 

Look for such things as J promise, agree, cove- 
nant, and stipulate. These are what make a 
binding contract, no matter what you're told 
by the salesman 

Here are some danger words: Waiver of the 
statute of limitations, confession of judgment, assign- 
ment of wages, ship -tracing fees, brokerage charges, 
waiver of exemption, and homestead rights. When 
you see these expressions, you may be dealing 
with a sharpy. On the other hand, perfectly 
legal contracts may provide lawyer's fees in 
case of a lawsuit, or that the whole balance 
becomes due if your payments aren’t made

Know what you sign! Uf there’s any 
question in your mind, take the 
paper to your lawyer. Don’t be put 
off by the salesman telling you no 
one does such things, or that store 
rules won't permit the contract to 
leave the place. In the first place, 
he’s not a lawyer, and secondly, he 
may be strongly influenced by his 
need for the commission. Don’t go 
for verbal promises! If you’re told the 
contract you are asked to sign 
means something else, or you're 
promised something extra, see that 
it’s written right in with pen and 
ink and initialed. A salesman 
might leave the firm, or forget 
what he promised or said, and the 
firm may say, “Sorry, we are only 
bound by the written terms of the 
contract!” 

If you're arrested. Suppose you 
had a heavy dose of novocain for a 
difficult treatment at your dentist’s. 
You leave his office, still groggy, 
and find someone has run into 
your parked car and pushed one 
end out into the street, making it a 
dangerous traffic hazard. You get 
in, move the car a few feet to a 
safer spot before talking to the traf- 
fic officer. The nervous excitement 
and the novocain combine to maxe 
you a little dizzy. The officer looks 
at you suspiciously, calls a nearby 
ambulance attendant who says, 
“This lady’s had a shot of some 
drug.” You admit it, and you're 
promptly arrested and charged 
with driving under the influence of 
drugs, a penitentiary offense! 

Sounds like a mess, doesn’t it? 
You were under the influence of a 
drug, and you were operating a 
motor car. Your impulse is to try 
to explain. Don’t! Keep still and 
don’t sign anything! Give your cor- 
rect name, add that any statement 
you make will be through your 
lawyer, and ask for permission to 
phone him immediately. He'll 
arrange bail, and you're free until 
the preliminary hearing. At that 
time, he points out to the court 
that you weren’t “driving” within 
the meaning of the law, and cites 
Appellate Court cases to prove his 
argument. The charges against you 
are dismissed 

Had you not called him, the 
chances are you'd have spent time 
in jail, would have been held for 
trial in a higher court, and become 
involved in a more lengthy, formal, 
expensive proceeding. 

Buying or selling property. When 
buying or selling real estate, it’s a 
good idea to have your lawyer look 
at your purchase agreement, deed, 
and the mortgage papers. Deeds 
look simple but can contain some 
troublesome ‘“‘stickers.’’ Discuss 
also the important question of 
whether you and your wife should 
hold the property as joint owners, 
tenants in common, or otherwise.

You may not realize you can get 
“stuck” for a sizable sum if the per- 
son you sell to doesn’t pay the 
bank. 

Buying or selling a house is one 
of the most important transactions 
in the affairs of a family. It usually 
involves a large sum of money, and 
a liability that continues for many 
years. 

When you marry. You may have, 
or are going to accumulate, prop- 
erty, such as bank accounts, insur- 
ance, bonds, real estate. There are 
several types of property owner- 
ship with advantages and disad- 
vantages to each. 

Three words on a deed can mean 
the difference between a comfort- 
able widowhood, or a destitute one. 

Kenneth and his sister owned a 
piece of land which had cost very 
little. It had been sold to them as 
“joint tenants.”’ Kenneth married 
Jane. Years passed, and as the city 
grew, the land became valuable. 
Kenneth then put all his available 
funds into building an apartment 
house on it. His sister Margaret 
put in nothing, although her name 
still remained on the record. Be- 
lieving he was protecting his wife, 
he made a will leaving her every- 
thing he owned. 

After his accidental death, mat- 
ters didn’t go as he expected. Jane 
learned with a shock that Margaret 
became entitled to the whole 
apartment house as the surviving 
joint tenant! Neither Jane nor 
Kenneth had known that one’s 
ownership in property in joint ten- 
ancy goes to the surviving owner, 
regardless of will. 

If you’ve been married before, 
take all your deeds, contracts, and 
insurance policies to your lawyer 
and let him tell you what changes, 
if any, should be made. One wise 
young widow prudently asked her 
attorney to check the past history 
of the charming gentleman she’d 
thought about marrying. It was 
learned that he had an interesting 
record as salesman for a bogus oil- 
stock racket! Needless to say, the 
widow later married a more stable 
character. 

There are many other situations 
where a lawyer is important in 
marriage-planning. A written pre- 
marriage agreement is often of 
value when relating to property or 
to the way in which children or 
stepchildren shall be raised, or 
what religious training shall be 
given. Courts will enforce such 
agreements, if that ever becomes 
necessary.

In one process now being used by several large man- 
ufacturers, nitric acid is substituted for sulfuric acid in 
making superphosphate, a product more readily avail- 
able to growing plants than rock phosphate. ¢ 

A second process, reported at an American Chem- 
ical Society meeting, uses phosphoric acid instead of 
sulfuric acid. Pioneered by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, it was devised to recover uranium from 
phosphate rock. 

A third process, now being developed in France, 
produces an ammoniated phosphorus plant food in 
which nitrogen is not locked up chemically. The addi- 
tion of ammonia makes such a plant food useful as a 
source of both nitrogen and phosphorus. 


Insect poses new problem 


Turpentine beetles suddenly developed into tree killers 
are a new insect problem in the South and in Cali- 
fornia, the U. S. Department of Agriculture reports. 

Until two or three years ago, the black turpentine 
beetle was known only as a minor pest that infested old 
pine stumps in the Deep South. Reports of this pest at- 
tacking living trees and killing them have increased. 
In California, the red turpentine beetle has attacked 
the base of trunks and some of the big roots of Jeffrey 
pines, causing their death. 

Homeowners in the areas mentioned should report 
signs of beetles to county agents, or to the U.S.D.A. 
gureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine. 


Strawberry caution 


If you're thinking of setting out a strawberry bed, don’t 
plant it where you grew tomatoes recently. 

Dr. A. J. Braun of the New York Experiment Sta- 
tion points out that this increases danger of damage 
from verticillium wilt, a common soil-borne fungus dis- 
ease. There’s also considerable danger of wilt damage 
where strawberries follow potatoes, peppers, eggplant, 
or raspberries. Before soil used for these crops is planted 
to strawberries, the wilt organism should be starved out 
for three to four years by planting other crops. 

Scientists are trying to develop wilt-resistant varie- 
ties of strawberries, but none is ready for introduction. 


Weed killers and your lawn 


Here’s information to keep in mind in selecting a weed 
killer for use on lawns. 

The Chemical Corps at Camp Detrick, Frederick, 
Maryland, reported recently that while 2,4-D disap- 
peared from the soil 4 to 5 weeks after application, 
?.4,5-T was much more persistent. It could be detected 
in the soil 19 weeks after it was applied. 

Both these weed killers can harm the germination of 
grass seed. If 2,4,5-T is used on lawns in May, it would 
persist in the soil until after the best period for sowing 
grass seed in the fall. 


Trees can absorb food through bark 


Experimental work at Michigan State College shows 
that trees can absorb plant foods through the bark as 
well as through roots and leaves. This is reasonable, 
when we realize that shrubs and trees can be killed by 
spraying in midwinter with 2,4,5-T in oil. Both nutri- 
ents and brush killer enter by the same route—one to 
stimulate and the other to destroy.

The 
only thing different about you is 
that your legs won't work. And be-

he space you add to an existing house costs more 
than that same space built as part of a new house. But 
against this cost you must weigh the advantages of 
staying where you are—familiar and friendly sur- 
roundings, matured landscaping, and a pattern of life 
to which you are accustomed 

It was these advantages that stayed any urge Mrs. 
Hoffman and the late Ted Hoffman may have had to 
leave their house in Hinsdale, Illinois. The addition 
Architect Hoffman designed answered perfectly their 


odd-moment guest quarters, 

The improvements included a spacious entryway, a 
roomy 6-foot closet, and a powder room with shower 
for the convenience of overnight guests. A 6x6 window 
was added to the front of the existing living room to 
open it up and give a visual appearance of increased 
space from withia. 

Except for the new living-room window and a stair- 
way redirected into the new entrance hall, none of the 
existing house was changed. While the result is not a 
new house, it looks smart in its old surroundings, and 
provides much of the enjoyment of a new house. 

The Hoffmans have proved that there’s no such 
thing as a hopeless house—theirs was a challenge 
which they willingly accepted. Here is a top-notch ex- 
ample of how remodeling by expansion can give you 
the space you’ve always wanted, how it can add style 
where it’s needed, and how it can function better for 
your family than you ever would have guessed.

The questions vou ask 


By Dr. Charles Frederick MeKicvergan 


H... is an authoritative guide to help you help your 
children have well-shaped jaws and straight teeth. 

No dental treatment yields higher dividends than does the 
correction of crooked teeth, if both parents and children 
cooperate faithfully. Yet many families hesitate to under- 
take teeth straightening because of misconceptions on the 
subject. The actual facts about this problem may differ from 
what you think you know. 


1. Are crooked teeth inherited? 


In many cases, heredity plays an important part. But the 
dental characteristics of a child can’t be predicted on the 
basis of his parents’ teeth and jaws alone. The various parts 
of his dental apparatus are apt to be a mixture of several 
generations. 

In our present state of dental knowlege, the formation of 
the teeth and jaws of each individual appear to be based a 
great deal on chance, with environment (the things that 
happen to a child after birth) playing an important part 
along with inheritance. 


2. Do crooked teeth happen more often in girls 
than in boys? 
There is no evidence that more girls than boys have crook- 
ed teeth, although more girls than boys undoubtedly re- 
ceive treatment. 


3. Are crooked teeth caused by enlarged tonsils 

and adenoids? 

For a long time, attention has been called to the dental 
pattern of children who habitually breathe through the 
mouth instead of the nose. In such cases, the upper dental 
arch is narrow, and the upper front teeth protrude over the 
lower lip. The upper and lower teeth are seldom in contact, 
and the lower jaw appears to hang down. 

The cause for this may be some form of nasal obstruction, 
and enlarged tonsils and adenoids might be offenders.

4. Can the premature loss of baby teeth cause 

crooked teeth? 

Undoubtedly, a common cause is the loss of baby teeth too 
soon, usually because of decay. The first of the permanent 
teeth, as they come in, drift toward empty places left by lost 
baby teeth. Later arrivals are similarly encouraged to shift 
their positions. An irregular, jumbled arch of permanent 
teeth is the unhappy result. 

Baby teeth sometimes remain long past the time when they 
should come out. This, too, may cause crooked teeth. The 
second teeth, forming in the jaws, cannot push through into 
their proper places. They come through outside or inside 
the dental arch. Your dentist, if he sees your youngster at 
regular intervals, will advise removal of baby teeth if they 
remain too long. 


5. What causes crooked teeth? 


The No. 1 cause is unknown. Some authorities blame our 
soft foods. Continued resting of chin or cheek on hand, sleep- 
ing positions which produce prolonged pressure on the jaws, 
continued tongue and lip biting, tongue-thrusting or lip- 
sucking, and abnormal finger or- thumbsucking rank high as 
probable causes. 

This does not mean that all thumbsucking will cause 
crooked teeth, and there is considerable difference of opin- 
ion among dental scientists as to how much damage may be 
caused by the habit. Some children who are persistent 
thumbsuckers show little or no ill effects, while others who 
indulge only slightly are greatly de- [ Turn to next page

If the child puts his thumb 
in his mouth for a few minutes 
while falling asleep or on awaken- 
ing, there is a small chance that 
damage will be done. If longer 
than this, there is danger that pres- 
sure will cause the teeth to grow 
out of position, 


6. Are breast-fed babies less 
apt to have crooked teeth 
than bottle-fed babies? 


Breast-fed babies probably are 
less apt to have crooked teeth, al- 
though not all authorities agree 
Breast feeding strengthens the jaw 
muscles, and the action of the 
tongue, lips, and cheek muscles in- 
volved may help to guide teeth 
into their proper position in the 
jaw bones 


7. Can crooked teeth cause un- 
social behavior and person- 
ality defects in a child? 

Many parents fail to realize how 

sensitive children can be to “‘look- 
ing different.” Playmates may be 
thoughtlessly cruel and often too 
ready to single out a child with 
seriously crooked teeth as an object 
of ridicule. Teased and laughed at 
such children frequently are driven 
to the point where they shun con- 
tact with strangers and even begin 
to show behavior habits that puzzle 
all but the alert psychiatrist. 


4. How many children under 
lo in the United States are 
estimated to have seriously 
crooked teeth? 

It has been estimated that more 
than 5,000,000 have teeth crooked 
enough to menace their health, 
looks, and personalities. One study 
indicated that 20 percent of chil- 
dren under 16 need major dental 
care 


9, Approximately how many 
orthodontists (dentists who 
straighten teeth) are there 
in the United States? 


Of the 86,000 practicing dentists, 
approximately 1,400 are full-time 
or part-time orthodontists. Any 
dentist can legally do orthodontic 
work, but the orthodontist has had 
special training after obtaining his 
degree 


10. Does the age of the child 
determine when orthodon- 
tic treatment should be 
started? 


No, the decision has to be made 
in terms of the nature of the defect 
and the development of the child 
Each child has his own timetable 
for teething and growth. 

In general, the earlier the pos- 
sible need of tooth straightening is 
recognized, the better for the child 
Early orthodontic consultation does 
not mean that treatment will be- 
gin immediately, or even that it is 
needed. It merely recognizes that 
the orthodontist is the best quali- 
fied person to make all decisions 
from the very beginning.

Il. During what age period are 
most crooked teeth suc- 
cessfully straightened? 


The period from 3 to 14 years is 
the most favorable. Only the 
orthodontist can determine exactly 
when treatment should be started. 
He thinks in terms of the nature of 
the malocclusion, its progress, and 
its psvchological effects on the 
child. There are cases, such as an 
underslung or protruding lower 
jaw, which the orthodontist will 
correct as soon as they are brought 
to his attention. In other cases, he 
may defer treatment until nearly 
all the permanent teeth are in 


12. How many years does it 
take to straighten teeth? 

The time depends on the case. 
Phough some cases give full re- 
sponse in about | year, the average 
2 or 2!% years of treat- 
ment. If a bone problem is in- 
volved, the correction will take 
longer and may be achieved in 
several stages, ending only after all 
the permanent teeth are securely 
locked in place. Actual correction 
may be doae in 1 or 2 years, but 
for a year or two thereafter, a re- 
taining appliance may be necessary 
to hold the corrected positions.

13. Does large space between 
the front teeth mean that 
the child will have crooked 
permanent teeth? 

Baby teeth of a child 4 to 5 years 

of age should be well spaced, a 
sign that jaws are growing. suf- 
ficiently to accommodate the larg- 
er permanent teeth. 

In many cases a space between 
upper permanent teeth is only a 
passing phase of development. The 
space that appears too wide when 
the two central incisors come 
through often narrows as the lateral 
incisors come in, and may disap- 
pear entirely when the large and 
powerful cuspid teeth force their 
way into place. 

In the few cases when the frenum 
the ligament on the inside of the 
middle of each lip, connecting lips 
with the jaws) is so large as to pre- 
vent the central incisors from com- 
ing together, operation is usually 
deferred until all permanent teeth 
are in the mouth. 


14. Why are crooked teeth re- 
ferred toas a bone, instead 
of a tooth, problem? 

The term ‘“‘crooked teeth” means 
irregularly positioned or malfunc- 
tioning teeth, and the fault lies 
with the bone that holds them in 
place. Living bone is probably the 
most easily molded tissue in the 
body. It is no stronger than it needs 
to be to perform the duties for 
which it was designed. 

lo straighten teeth, the bone 
that holds the teeth in place must 
be reshaped. When corrective ap- 
pliances are put on, their mechan- 
ical force presses against a tooth.

The tooth, in turn, exerts pressure 
on the bone, and certain cells re- 
move bone to make room for the 
moving tooth. On the other side of 
the tooth, other cells manufacture 
new bone. In this way, the tooth 
gradually changes position. 


15. Do straightened teeth have 
a shorter life than teeth 
that have not had such 
correction? 

Years ago, when corrective ap- 
pliances bars and 
wires in direct contact with teeth, 
there was always danger that cavi- 
ties would develop at these points. 
This danger has been largely over- 
come by cementing bands on the 
teeth where there’s contact. 

Of course, the presence of any- 
thing foreign in the mouth en- 
courages food accumulation, which 
will cause decay. But careful brush- 
ing will eliminate even this danger 

Teeth that have been straight- 
ened are just as firm and usually 
far more useful than before. A short 
while after treatment is completed, 
even the X-ray usually fails to re- 
veal any sign of it.

The correction of irregular teeth 
at one age does not always prevent 
further difficulty.

Then 
set in your potted plant so the pot rim is level with surface of soil 


Soak with water immediately. Keep soil moist all during season, or 
amaryllis will suffer setback. Feed once every 3 or 4 weeks. Lift 
bulb after first light fall frost. Store dry in basement for a rest period 


of several months, and your plant will be ready to bloom again

Distemper is a vicious affliction 
It kills thousands of dogs each year 
Although distemper is similar to in- 
fluenza, because it unbalances the 
dog’s entire system, its severity is fat 
greater and its aftermaths are often 
deadly 

Dogs are most susceptible to dis- 
temper germs when they are be- 
tween 4 and 8 months old. Sixty 
percent of the cases are recorded 
during this time. After a year a dog 
is presumed to enjoy a far greater 
immunity. After 2 years of age, 
cases of distemper are rare 

A dog that has distemper is far 
better off at home than being isolat- 
ed for days in a pet hospital. A dog 
is slow to fight physical afflictions 
Add to this the strange surround- 
ings plus being away from his mas- 
ter, and the dog is likely to suc- 
cumb to the disease 

Here are other things to watch 
Look for regular bowel actions and 
solid formation of the stools. Sleep 
your dog in a draft-free location, up 
off the floor. Drafts circulate at low 
levels. Omit bathing a puppy until 
he’s 6 months old. Brushing and 
toweling will do the cleansing job 
up to that time

Electric iron, Of all your household appliances, 
an iron will give you the greatest concentrated 
heat. Lash it to the pipe at the faucet end of the 
frozen section, moving it away from the faucet as 
thawing progresses. 

With copper or brass pipe, the heat will be ef- 
fective about 10 feet from the point of applica- 
tion. Be patient, and don’t let the iron touch 
wood or other inflammable material. 


















Heating cable. For a scientific job of pipe- 
thawing, buy an inexpensive heating cable, wrap 
it around the frozen pipe, and plug it in. It can 
also be used in roof gutters to keep them from 
being clogged with ice. 

Professionals often run electric current through 
the pipe itself, with wires clamped to each side of 
the frozen area, but this is possible only if you 
have a step-down transformer. 


Nale ways to thaw 
that Trozen pipe 


M.., a home fire has been started by a 


handyman who tried to thaw a frozen water 
pipe with a blowtorch. Such drastic action 
is dangerous and unnecessary. There are sev- 
eral ways to do the job cleanly and safely. 

Water expands as it freezes, so you may 
have a split pipe to contend with. If you don’t, 
you're lucky; thaw ice immediately and return 
plumbing system to use. But even if a pipe is 
damaged, you can save money by thawing 
ice, then turning off the water supply at the 
main valve before the plumber arrives 

First locate the frozen pipe. You can sus- 
pect outside wall pipes on the windward side 
of the house. ‘Turning on faucets will locate 
frozen area unless main supply line is frozen. 
ry. 
lo remove the ice, apply one of the reme- 
dies pictured. Leave the main supply valve 
open; incoming water will help remove ice 
once you have loosened it. Leave the faucet 
open, too; it will supply the running-water 
signal that the line has been opened 

With supply pipes, always start thawing at 
an open faucet and work toward water source. 
Never start by applying heat to the middle of 
a frozen pipe. Be patient 

Frozen drainpipes and traps are less com- 
mon, Usually you can generate enough heat to 
open them by pouring in lye or caustic soda.

Hair-dryer. A warm-air hair-dryer will do thaw- 
ing job slowly but safely.

if there are no firestops, you can direct warm air 
upward between wall studs from basement.

a. or outdoors, metal furniture is high style. But, 
both in its properties and in its care, this new furniture dif- 
fers from furniture you’re more familiar with. It should be 
cleaned with a soft, dry cloth. If you must use water to get 


off spots, wipe dry immediately. Do not use oil or abrasive 
cleansers; they will harm the protective finish. If you'll de- 
cide first where you'll use metal furniture, certain questions 
become important. With wse in mind, then, we've outlined 
below points on which to quiz your salesman. 


Some metal furniture you'll touch —like this chair of tubular steel, 
enameled black, or the wrought-iron drawer pulls on this chest-desk. 
Ask the salesman if perspiration or oils from your hands will tarnish 
the metal. You'll find metals — wrought iron, tubular steel, alumi- 
num, chrome, and brass — used with wood, glass, canvas, even string

BB hey are nice, normal youngsters, your Susan and Johnny, 
sturdy, bright-eyed, and healthy. They do pretty well in 
school, too, passing grades always, sometimes a little more. 
And, socially, they're popular with their own crowd, polite 
and pleasant to yours. 

You're proud of them and you should be. As children, 
they're a success. But how will they do as adults? Will they 
be mature people, willing to discharge the obligations of life? 
Or will they, like too many “normal” little Susans and 


Johnnies before them, grow up to contribute to the statistics 


of escape from responsibility? 

lake a look, for instance, at what happened to the last 
generation. Although they are citizens in the world’s most 
powerful democracy with the fate of millions hanging on 
their collective wisdom, nearly 40 million American 
adults eligible to vote in the last election did not bother to 
do so; one-half seldom or never read a book; and, en masse, 
we spend more every year on cosmetics and alcohol than we 
do on education. Moreover, 35 percent of us have som 
gotten into the wrong occupation, and only about half of us 
are sure that our marriages were not a mistake. 


| = are signs of immaturity, of escape from the demands 
of reality, which should alarm us more than the presence 
among us of a few neurotics. Somehow we must teach our 
children to think more honestly and profoundly than we did; 
and to accept their responsibilities in a changing world with 
greater wisdom and seriousness 

Are we doing it? Or are we bringing up another genera- 
tion of “normal” little escapists’ ‘To find out, ask yourself 
these pertinent questions 


1. Am I hiding unpleasant truths from my child? 

Recently | went to see a friend whose husband had just 
been rushed to a hospital. Frantic with worry, Joan paced 
the floor, leaping from her chair every time the telephone 
rang. 

Five-year-old Bobby followed her around anxiously, 
bringing her littke presents, showing her his block house, 
offering a scratched finger for consolation. At last he wailed, 
“Why won't you play with me, Mummy? Why do you look 
so sad?”’ 

Joan picked him up and gave him a quick hug, but all she 
said was, “It’s all right, Bobby. Mummy’s just a little tired.” 

But Bobby was not comforted. Later on, at bedtime, he 
pleaded, *“Where’s Daddy? Why doesn’t he tell me a story?” 

“Daddy's away,” was all Joan said. “He'll be back soon.”

Let’s be sure our voungsters face up to life 


better than this. 


“It would be better to tell him,” I urged her. “Bobby 
knows there’s something wrong.” 

Joan shook her head. “He's too little for worries,” she 
said, “I don’t want him to be unhappy.” 

Most of us are guilty of deceptions like that. ““They are 
not old enough,” we cry, longing to keep them untouc hed, 
longing to keep them happy. Yet such deception is often 
the road to real breakdown later on in life. Long before he is 
out of school, every child is sure to find out that even people 


who love us may hurt us: that when we do the best we can, 


it is sometimes not good enough; that government of the 
people, by the people is not always wise and just. We can- 
not shield him from knowing; we can only save him from 
running away by our own courageous acceptance of things 
as they are and by our resolve never to tell our children less 
than the truth. 
2. Am I protecting him from “unsuitable companions”? 

Phe city in which I live is one of the most cosmopolitan 
in the United States. The census found 26 languages spoken 
on one street! It is like living in the midst of a festival or 
taking a trip to foreign countries 

Yet | often hear anxious mothers lament, ‘SI wish I could 
send my child to private school! It scares me to think of the 
kind of children he has to mix with in this town!” 


They forget that he will also have to mix with all kinds 


of children when he grows up-— and understand them, too! 
If you live in such a city, don’t regret it. ( apitalize on it 
joyfully. Encourage your child to bring his schoolmates of 


whatever nationality home with him and to make them his 
friends. Encourage him to visit them and find warmth and 
color in their homes and in their festivals. Point out how 


wonderfully the rich diversity of people contributes to 


happier living. For be sure of this: His world will be a world 
of many peoples—international where yours was national, 
cosmopolitan where yours was small and close. 


3. Am I offering too-easy solutions for his social problems? 


It's 3 o'clock, and 7-vear-old Tommy is not vet home 
from school. Anxiously vou watch the clock. What can have 
happened to him? Where can he be? At last you hear him 
coming up the steps. You fling open the door and confront 
him. But what is this? Tommy’s jacket is torn, there’s a 
bruise on his chin, and ‘Tommy is weeping.

Real work is more than drudgery. 
It is a constructive use of energies 
in a job we want to see finished— 
and if grown-up life is to be good 
and satisfying, work must be a joy 
a great deal of the time.

5. Am I, on the other hand, ex- 
pecting too much of my child? 

We stood together, his mother 
and I, and watched 5-year-old 
Donnie building a house—that is, 
he was piling small boards against 
each other hopefully with nothirg 
at all to keep them upright. Each 
time just as Donnie was supposed 
to enter his house, the whole thing 
collapsed with a bang. Donnie en- 
dured this patiently three times. 
Then be began to cry and furiously 
kick the prostrate boards. 

We had waited too long. The 
time to help was before he failed. 
By all means, let’s stretch their 
capacity to the limit—but not be- 
yond. For more children escape 
from life because they find things 
hard for them than because 
they find them too easy. 

Nor is it true that modern life is 
easier on children than life in 
Grandma's day. Modern life is full 
of new experience, and therefore, 
it is full of fears. Often we forget 
terrifying new experiences 
can be to a child. No one expects 
an adult to cope brilliantly with a 
first lecture assignment; yet we 
often confront children with a 
change as terrifying, and feel that 
the whole concept of “letting them 
do things for themselves’ has 
fallen through if they cannot cope. 

Let’s minimize our child’s fears 
by preparing them for change. 
When 11-year-old) Stevie goes 
alone to visit his grandmother, 
300 miles away, let’s tell him what 
the station will look like where 
Grandma will meet him; tell him 
how to find the Traveler’s Aid desk 
if Grandma isn’t there; tell him how 
to call up Grandma’s house and 
even how to call home, if necessary. 

In the same way, let’s prepare 
our children for the first day at 
school, for tonsillectomies, and new 
baby sisters, and summer at camp.

Modern chains 
will take the punishment of 30 
miles an hour speed on stretches of 
bare pavement, if they are applied 
snugly to thi 

Phe question, is how to 
get a snug fit. When you mount a 
new set of chains for the first time, 
draw them up as tightly as you can 
by hand. Then drive a few minutes 
and the chains will adjust them- 
selves. You'll find that you can 
tighten the chains at least another 
link. Have excess links cut off so 
they won't beat against the fenders. 

The next time you mount your 
chains, you may have trouble get- 
ting the last link to reach the side- 
chain fastener. If you'll deflate 
your tires a few pounds, you'll find 
it reduces the tire circumference 
enough to make the hookup easy. 
Then inflate your tires to the prop- 
er pressure at a service station and 
your chains will fit snugly. 

It is important to know that tire 
chains reduce stopping distances 
on snow or ice by about 50 percent, 
and improve traction and_hill- 
climbing ability by 600 percent.

Finish off your planting with dry soil over the wet. Now complete the 
pruning started by the rose grower. If bark is unskinned, leave 7 to 8 
inches of the larger stems. Cut away the weak stems. If possible, 
cut to outward-facing buds, snipping a good 14 inch above each one 





Leave all cut ends smooth. Then, to keep out stem borers, carpenter 
and other ants, and to reduce drying if spring days are windy, paint 
cut ends with special compound for coating tree wounds. Chewing
